We. have reccived a copy of 
« Sketches in the Foreign Settlements: 
and Native City of Shanghai.” 
author, Mr, W. Macfarlane, is, we 
understand, one of the editorial 
staff of the Shanghai Iereary, and 
the sketches ‘are a reprint from that 
journal. As a member of the Fourth 
Estate, My. Macfarlane would dowbt- 
loss have many opportunities of mak- 
ing himself acquainted with all that 
is worth secing in the Medel Settle- 
ment and. its environs, -and-as no | 
fewer than nincteen different subjects 
are grappled with in the volume now 
under. review, he has evidently been 
a keen and careful observer of the 
sights and scenes therein described. 
Giving the ‘author every credit for 
the care and discretion displayed in 
the selection of his subjects, and also 
admitting that the sketches are truth- 
ful records of actual scenes and 
events in every day life in Shanghai, 
we must confess to fecling grievously 
disappointed after reading thexbook. 
Mr. Macfarlane’s literary ‘style is 
not attractive; in fact, it forcibly 
called to mind the crude essays of 
ow school-boy days, and utterly 
failed to interest us in any one of 
the sketches. The description of the 
Mixed Court at Shanghai is the best 
* morceau in the whole volume, pro-. 
bably because it is more in the | 
author’s line than any of the other 
sketches, being an ordinary .jour- 
nalistic report of what we doubt not 
are very amusing and interesting 
phases of Chinese life and character. 
The attempts at humour, which our 
author frequently indulges: in, are 
sadly depressing; and the evident 
. straining aftcr .effect in deseribing 
various matters of rhinor interest are

for he is over sixty, and looks like 
seventy—seems oppressed. with tho 
heat, and overcome with fatigue. He 
often sits bareheaded and is socn to be 
very bald; thore is barely cnough 
natural hair on his scalp to form a 
queue, tho tail which hangs theroby 
being nearly all of silk. ~ ‘There is 
nothitie’ very remarkable about “his 
features; his expression is rather plea- 
saut; oyes small, dark, and keen ; his 
nose small but not too broad ; his upper 
lip rather Jargo, only a few gray hairs 
it each sido, anda long distance be- 
tween these two. remnants of a mou- 
stache; his check bones high, and 
cheeks fallen in slightly; he is not so. 
stock as he might have been some years . 
ago; and the wrinkles of age are upon 
his forchead. Ts sco him sit quictly- 
amid all the squabbling of prisoners 
aud runnors before him, one would not 
think he had so much vigour left in 
him as he sometimes displays when ho 
scolds a prisoner. On the bench before 
him he keeps a hinge leaden ink stand, 
with tablets of Chinese ink + and there 
is acurious looking article in lead, 
which is on the-lable behind this stand, 
It is in the shape ofa human hand, ent 
at the wrist, and is said to be a repre- 
sentation of Buddiia’s hand ; it stands 
on thy wrist as the base, and the finrers 
are wide apart; it is much larger than 
the Divvest; Lami of flesh and blood 
lover seen: if if was stuck on a broom, 
handle it would’ make a good back- 
| scrttcher forthe greatest colestiaLgiant 
ever heard of, This peculiar article isa 
simple device which serves as a pon or 
t pencil rack, to prevent the beuch being 
| dirtied hy the official ved intk used in 
writing ou the documents which comes 
iy Chén’s hands. Besides theso articles 
| mentioned, there ate of course the 
small-teapub and smaller Leacups always 
at his lett hand; his cigar ease and a 
Hox of matches that light only on the 
hox, always direetly before lim; and 
there are still other tavo things- worth 
inentioning,—those are of simple cons- 
| truction, frequent in use, and yet the 
use of them is very hard tose, They 


fare two pieces of hardwood, abort 


twelye-inches léng, and about an inch 
in thicknoss and breadth. When Chén 
is in avage,—when he shouts as loudly 
as he can, and ‘uses up all the strong 
expletives in his voeabulary, hurling. 
his wild thunder at an unfortunate 
prisoner,—the grand climax of his 
invective is reached when he seizes onc 
of these pieces of hardwood, and strikes 
the other piece, making a tremendous 
noise that almost drowns his voice, 
and, which, we suppose he considers 
an effectual means of striking terror 
into the heart of the person who is thus 
so forcibly and violently admonished. 
When he is beating these sticks, he 
looks as if he was going to shy one of 
them at-the prisyner’s head, and some 
of the prisoners look as if they ex- 
pocted it'too, and were preparing to 
dodge it.” poe 

Mr. Macfarlane is exccedingly fee- | 
ble in his descriptions of “ An Actor 
in female dress,” “A Curiosity 
stall,” “The Manila Cock-pit,.” 
“Tho Wheelbarrow and its Coolie,” 
and various other’ subjeets; and. in 
“The Mafoos Race” and “A morn- 
ing at the Grand Stand” he is ab- 
solutely tedious and uninteresting. 

The volume concludes with an 
account of a trip on the Yang-tsze- 
kiang, written from the author's per- 
sonal experiences, obtained some time 
ago in the steam-ship Auig-wo, one 
of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co.’s 
river steamers, which vessel it will. 
be remembered, was the first steamer 
entirely constructed in Shanghai. 
Mr. Macfarlane’s quotations from 
Marco Polo’s-and Mr. Laurence Oh- 
phant’s works on the Yang-tsze. are 
interesting cnough, bit lis own ex- 
periences are not specially note- 
worthy, and moreover appear to. be

was for three years in possession of 
the Taiping Rebels, and some severe 
fighting took place round. its walls.

We regret to have had to speak 
somewhat  disparagingly 
Macfarlano’s literary labors, but we 
havesimply expressed, as moderately 
aud fairly as possible, our critical 
opinions on “Sketches in Shavghai,” 
/ and to review honestly isa duty, how- 
ever unpleasant it may: prove, which

As. the articles were 
originally written for the columns of 
a daily newspaper, every allowance 
must. of course be made for 
apparent fact that they were hastily 
put together; but notwithstanding 


that they are, to use a racing phrase, 
hardly class enough for publication

general public will find in Mr, Mac- 
farlane’s book many items of inte- 
resting information, sketches of 
Cliinese Hfe and character, with des- 
criptions of manners and.customs of 
our Celestial friends in the Northern 
Settlement, which will amply repay 
perusal; and as the volume is well 
got up, aud published at a low price, 
we can commend it to the attention 
-of our readers, as a praiseworthy, if 
not altogether successful, attempt to 
win public favor in a new field of 
literature. :

memos. which I hope will be of interest. 
. After the excitament caused hy the Ho- 
chung and Lapwing case, and the agitation 
ve tho proposed tramways, Shanghai at 
present finds itself in a state of calmness 
which is somewhat. refreshing when the 
mercury is boiling up into the ninctics, 
and malodorous smells are on the increase. 
There is, however, an expreasion of strong 
opinion. with regard to the Hochkung and 
Lapwing collision case. Though opinions, 
like writers, diffor, the currency of opinions 
on this matter, tends. to show that the 
public think it a pity that the case had’ 
_ not been decided one way.or the other, for 
by the present judgment it is now Icft 
exactly in the same position as it was be- 
fore it came into court. ‘The ways of law 
courts and their presidents are something 
like those of Providence, past finding out, 
and woe be to the mortal who attempts to 
question the will and decision of cither. 
Whether the judgmentin this case is satis- 
factory or not I will not presume to deter- 
mine. But this I know-—that the whole 
proceedings, and nothing has come out of 
them, have cost the parties a pretty figure. 
It ‘is reliably stated that Messrs. Drum- 
mond-and Wainwright, counsel for the 
plaintiff, were paid a retaining fee of 200 
_tacls each per diem, and this in addition 
to legal and other expenses. As regards 
the counsel on the other side—Mr. Ro- 
binson, who did nearly all of the court 
work, and Mr. Myburgh—they were, 
you can easily euess, paid well by their 
clients, the British Government, for their 
labour, but report saith not what their 
carnings were. ‘The assessors were paid 
160 taels each for sitting in court; and 
everybody got something out of the case, 
but the unfortunate reporters and 
court officials. As to the former they had 
ahard time of it for cight or ten days,
